1 . The request filed on 12/5/00 for a Continued Prosecution Application (CPA) under 37 
CFR 1.53(d) based on parent Application No. 08/978,637 is acceptable and a CPA has been 
established. An action on the CPA follows.

2. Claims 245-3 13 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as containing subject 
matter which was not described in the specification in such a way as to enable one skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and/or use the 
invention, for the same reasons of record as set forth in the Official actions mailed 02/16/99 and 
11/09/99. 

3. Claims 245-289 and 299-3 13 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, as 
containing subject matter which was not described in the specification in such a way as to 
reasonably convey to one skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application 
was filed, had possession of the claimed invention, for the same reasons of record as set forth in 
the Official actions mailed 02/16/99 and 1 1/09/99.

5. Claims 245-249, 251, 255, 258-261, and 264 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Huse et al., for the same reasons of record as set forth in the Official actions mailed

6. Claims 245-264 and 299-3 13 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by 
Giri et al., for the same reasons of record as set forth in the Official actions mailed 02/16/99 and

7. Claims 245-3 13 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by DeYoung et
